To  the  Chairmen  and  Councillors  of  the  Constituent  Authorities. 
Gentlemen, 

I  beg  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  South 
Oxfordshire  Combined  Districts  for  1947.  The  statistics  for  each 
district  are  shewn  in  the  body  of  the  Report. 

There  were  only  29  deaths  of  infants  (as  compared  with  41 
in  the  previous  year)  in  the  Combined  Districts  which  took  place 
under  the  age  of  one  year.  This  gives  an  Infant  Mortality  Rate 
of  only  20.7  per  1,000  as  compared  with  41  for  England  and 
Wales. 

Out  of  a  total  of  1,439  ^till  births  in  the  Combined 

Districts  there  has  been  only  one  maternal  death  from  puerperal 
sepsis  or  other  maternal  cause.  This  gives  a  Maternal  Mortality 
Rate  of  0.69  per  1,000  as  compared  with  1.17  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a  whole. 

Measles,  Whooping-Cough  and  Acute-Poliomyelitis  have 
been  more  prevalent  throughout  the  year,  but  no  child  under  16 
years  contracted  Diphtheria,  the  few  cases  notified  occurring  in 
adults. 

The  scheme  for  the  protection  of  children  against  Diphtheria 
has  continued.  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  children  at¬ 
tending  schools  in  the  districts  to  be  immunised  by  the  School 
Medical  Officers.  In  the  case  of  children  under  ffve  years  the 
work  is  carried  out  at  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres — or  else  may 
be  done  by  any  general  practitioner  under  the  scheme  suggested 
by  the  Ministry  in  Circular  2753.  The  co-operation  of  the 
doctors  has  ensured  the  good  results  obtained — as  set  out  in  this 
Report. 

In  conclusion,  I  should  like  to  thank  the  Sanitary  Inspectors 
of  the  various  districts  for  their  valuable  co-operation  throughout 
the  year.

The  majority  of  the  cases  were  of  a  mild  type,  and  13  were  treated  in  Hos¬ 
pital. 

Measles.  260  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  and  there  were  no  deaths  from 
the  disease.  Two  complicated  cases  were  nursed  in  Hospital.

SEWAGE  DISPOSAL  SCHEMES 

Goring. — This  Scheme  was  the  subject  of  a  Public  Local  Inquiry  which  was 
held  at  Goring  on  the  12th  March,  1948,  as  a  result  of  which  the  Minister  of  Health 
has  approved  in  principle  the  Council’s  proposals. 

The  Minister  has  requested  certain  modifications  to  the  Scheme,  and  the 
Council’s  Consulting  Engineers  are  engaged  in  revising  the  Scheme  to  allow  for 
the  omission  of  lengths  of  sewers  which  are  considered  expensive  in  relation  to  the 
properties  served. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  required  for  the  outfall  works  are 
proceeding. 
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Sonning  Common  and  Shiplake, — Schemes  for  these  two  areas  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Minister  of  Health  for  approval,  and  Public  Local  Inquiries  will 
be  held  as  soon  as  an  assurance  can  be  given  that  the  land  required  for  the  outfall 
works,  Ejector  and  Pumping  Stations  is  available  for  purchase  by  the  Council. 

Negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  the  land  required  are  proceeding. 

Nettlebed  and  Whitchurch. — Sewage  Disposal  Schemes  for  these  areas, 
based  on  the  existing  outfall  works  provided  by  the  Ministry  of  Works  to  serve 
Military  Camps  in  the  areas,  have  been  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  for 
approval.  Negotiations  are  proceeding  for  the  acquisition  of  the  outfall  works  from 
the  Ministry  of  Works  and  for  further  land  required  for  Ejector  and  Pumping 
Stations. 

Public  Inquiries  into  the  schemes  will  be  held  at  a  later  date. 


WATER  SUPPLY  SCHEME. 

Most  of  the  Council’s  area  has  a  Piped  Water  Supply  from  private  Companies, 
viz.,  the  South  Oxon  Water  Company,  the  Henley-on-Thames  Water  Company, 
and  Reading  Borough. 

Since  the  end  of  the  war,  parts  of  the  District  which  had  no  mains  supply 
have  been  given  special  consideration  and,  by  means  of  financial  assistance  from 
the  Council,  the  Water  Company  are  carrying  out  a  scheme  of  mains  extensions 
which,  when  completed,  will  result  in  the  whole  of  the  District  having  a  piped 
supply. 

The  cost  to  the  Council  of  these  extensions  will  exceed  /10,000.
